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Coach  Marion  Richards'  1956  version  of  the  Catawba  Baseball  Indians  featured  a  well-balanced  team 
who.  after  a  lightning  fast  start  cooled  off  somewhat  in  the  final  weeks  of  play  to  nab  a  highly  respectable 
third  place  in  the  tough  nine  team  North  State  Conference. 

After  jumping  into  first  place  in  the  loop  race  early  in  the  season  with  a  5-1  record,  the  Tribesmen 
encountered  a  ready  High  Point  nine,  who  knocked  the  Indians  out  of  first  place,  a  position  they  never 
regained.  East  Carolina's  Pirates,  with  a  fast  finish, were  the  North  State  Champs. 

Fred  Duncan,  Hal  Washam,  and  Gene  Fleming  were  named  on  the  All-Conference  team.  Duncan 
was  the  workhorse  of  the  Tribe  pitching  staff,  and  upon  graduation  signed  a  contract  with  the  Cincinnati 
Reds.  Washam  was  a  dependable  second-sacker  and  could  hit  the  long  ball.  Fleming,  an  outfielder-pitcher, 
will  be  depended  upon  a  great  deal  for  the  1957  season. 

The  outlook  for  the  '57  year  seems  to  be  the  brightest  in  a  great  number  of  years.  Captain  Ron 
Hutchins  heads  a  team  which  will  indeed  be  a  threat  in  the  North  State  chase.  With  such  pitchers  as 
Jesse  Williams,  "Tater"  Jones,  Gene  Fleming,  George  Schneider,  and  Taft  McCoy,  all  returnees  from  last 
year's  squad,  the  team  is  assured  of  dependable  mound  performances. 

Paul  Lee,  Bobby  Rusher,  Ron  Hutchins,  and  Travis  Stokes  are  dependable  infielders  while  Bobby 
Butts  and  Fleming  will  help  make  up  the  outfield.

Football  ...  1956 


Captains  Gary  Sherrill,  Rodney  Nantz,  Dick  Cassels 
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For  the  second  time  in  as  many  years,  the  Tribe  met  Lenoir  Rhyne's  Bears 
for  the  North-State  Conference  title  in  their  Thanksgiving  battle.  The 
story  was  the  same;  the  talented  Bears  were  too  much  tor  the  hopeful 
Indians,  and  the  final  score  was  28-0  in  favor  of  Lenoir  Rhyne.  The  win 
extended  Lenoir  Rhyne's  undefeated  string  over  a  two  year  duration.  The 
last  time  the  Lutherans  tasted  defeat  on  the  gridiron  was  on  Thanksgiving 
Day,   1954,  when  the  Tribe  turned  the  trick,    14-7,  at  Shuford   Field. 

Coach  Clyde  Biggers'  1956  squad  was  led  by  its  capable  co-captains: 
Rodney  Nantz,  Gary  Sherrill,  and  Dick  Cassels.  Nantz,  a  dependable  half- 
back, was  the  team's  leading  scorer.  Sherrill,  a  lineman,  received  the  Capitol 
Theater  Award  as  the  most  valuable  player  on  the  squad.  Tackle  Dick 
Cassels,  an  All-Stater,  was  drafted  by  the  Washington  Redskins  at  the  end 
of  the  season. 

The  team's  overall  record  was  5-4-1,  which  included  a  three-touch- 
down margin  over  powerful  W'offord.  The  1956  team  was  considered  by 
many  to  be  the  finest  team  to  represent  Catawba  since  Coach  Gordon 
Kirkland's  1947  Tangerine  Bowl  champions.
